sure that a full-blown 3+ reaction was observed, 
simulating the reaction that had occurred after this 
product had been used by these patients. These 
investigators suggest that when evaluating future 
cases, immediate application of 6-MC before UVA 
phototesting should elicit a positive reaction. The 
need to apply a test substance in phototesting just 
before irradiation suggests that standard techniques 
may in some instances give false-negative results. 
Reappraisal of phototest procedures and investiga- 
tions with other photosensitizing substances will be 
necessary.
